ANOTHER OIL 
CO. IS PROBED 


Affairs of Rocky Mountain Oil Co. 
Ltd. Come Up Before 
Judge Lees 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

CALGARY, Aug. 23.—The affairs of 
the Rocy Mountain Oil Company, Ltd., 
which was a prominent feature curing 
the Calgary oil boom in 1914, were 
under scrutiny by the oil investigation 
which is being conducted before Judge 
Lees today, Some interesting revela- 
tions were made, Auditor Wm. Ire- 
land gave evidence that it cost 72 per 
cent, tosell the stock of the company. 
Kighteen hundred and __ thirty-one 
shares of treasury stock were sold at 
$5, for which $9,320 were received, Of 
this amount nothing was left in the 
treasury. The auditor said that at 
one time there had been a shortage 
of $8,000, which had since been re- 
duced to a little less than $2,000, The 
manner in which this reduction was 
affected was novel. The president and 
secretary of the company, Stephen 
Beveridge and D, M. Le Bourdais, were 
also its fiscal agents. When it was 
brought to the attention of the fiscal 
agents that they had appropriated to 
their own uses a sum in excess of 
$8,000, they went around to the credi- 
tors of the company and gave their 
promissory notes in payment of the 
claims and charged the company up, 
withthe amount of the notes,"thus 
“reducing” their>“indebtedness’ to the 
company. 

Frank Ford, K.C., of Edmonton, 
who is conducting the investigation, 
stated that the charge was that direc- 
tors’ promotion stock had been issued 
to shareholders who had applied for 
treasury stock. 

Mr. Ireland testified that Stephen 
Beverldge and L. F. Landeis had so 
sold their stock, some of it at $2 and 
$3 below the market price. The fiscal 
agents had acquired promotion stock 
in exchange for certain leases, the par 
value of which was nominally $10 
each, but which had been sold by 
these officials in many cases at $7.50 
a share.

“There is not doubt that Manitoba 
will raise only about half the crop it 
did last year, There should be a carry 
over of about 60,000,000 bushels of 
old wheat this year, and this will, of 
course, help to make up the defici- 
ency," 

Discussing prices, he said; “If this 
war lasts a year or a year and a half 
longer,” continued Mr. Caruthers, “T 
think wheat prices wili go‘still higher, 
while if peace were to come suddenly 
a drop of 30 cents to 40 cents per 
bushel in wheat would take place,"

LONDON, Aug. 23.—The admission 
by the Germans that the battleship 
Westfalen, which belongs to the Nas- 
sau class, was damaged, though Ber- 
lin elaims only slightly, by a British 
torpedo in the recent fighting in the 
North Sea, has gratified the British 
public, as it is proof that the Britisa 
were not left at such a disadvantage 
in the most recent naval fighting as 
appeared from first reports,

TELLS OF NEW

Baron Montagu Describes New 
Airships About Which British 
Have Information 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, Aug. 24.—In a speech 
delivered at Bury St. Edmonds last 
night, Baron Montagu, of Beaulieu, 
former cive-chairman of the joint 
naval and military board, told of new 
monster super-Zeppelins which Ger- 
many ts building. 

“We have obtained some details of 
the super-Zeppelin which Germany is 
now building,” said Baron Montagu. 
“The principal features of the craft 
are a capacity of 2,000,000 cubic feet, 
a length of 780 feet, a beam of 80 feet, 
a maximum speed of 80 miles an 
hour, a cruising speed of 35 miles an 
hour, and a radium of action of 3,000 
miles. The engines, six or seven of 
them, have a total of 15,000 horse 
power. 

“The atrships can cary a load of 
bombs of five tons. They are able to 
ascend 17,000 feet. They are armed 
with a machine gun at bow and stern, 
and on top of the envelope. They 
carry a crew of 35 tnen. 

“These particulars show how larg- 
ely the Germans are g¢etying on Zeppe- 
lins as a means of harassing us, Two 
of these new craft have already been 
completed, and four will be available 
in October,” 


MOURNED AS DEAD 
LIEUT. ANSLEY NOW
